7TOUNG Davis was the fon of a reputa- 
Y ble tradefman in the city of London. 
He received an education calculated to accom. 
plifh bun both for com nercial and polite life : 
His pepmas. was briiliant, and his difpofition 
teuder. With thefe advantages he became 
the indulged favourite of his parents. His 
vices were liberal and fplendid: They were 
aplealing form, and therefore efcaped cen- 
fure. Inthe morning of life, it was not con- 
fidered how much they would cloud the even- 
ing : happily for his parents they died, ua- 
thioking of the dangers which awaited their 
child. ‘hey T@f "him in the pof- 
fellion of a genteel fortune, which they hop- 
ed he wouldsinprove by butinefs; but his ge- 
nius and education, while they made him 
acquainted with the ufeful arts, had giv- 
et him a {uperior relifh for thofe which are 
pleating and clegant. He had never yet want- 
ed money, and was infenfible for its value: 
his forrune dutzled his eyes, and bewildered 
his judgment; he thought it fufficient to pur- 
chafe for him a continuance of enjoyments, 
Trade was beneath his talents, and pleafure 
in every alluring form invited him to her 
courtse—The fyren fong prevailed, and ruin 
d on with hafty tleps. His father’s 
ftock was fold, and younp Davis cominenced 
gentleman; he was fuited to the character in 
every refpect but the poilefiion of wealth. 
Thus qualified he procured admiltion to the 
beft of company. As he kept pace with thele 
in manners, he was necetlarily obliged to 
keep pace with them in expence. Like them 
he pawed, and like them he became the prey 
of fuarpers; his ignorance was their gain; 
his honetty their fecurity ; and bis generofity 
their abuie. A difpofition tender aud gentle 
tis was, naturally was fufceptible of the 
irms of beauty. The harlot whom man 
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had betrayed from happinefs and peace, fought 
an objet of rev enge, and found a fit one in

He faw i apending dagger, wud en 
deavonred to avotd it, but vain. Prudence 


liad guitted the helas; the bark was left.to 


the guidance of pleafure; and though a wreck 
was not intmediate, it was inevitable. To 
avoid further injury by play, Davis deferted 
the gaming table ; to protect him from the 
fuares of proftituced beauty, he married ; 
the meafure was wife, but ill-timid. The 
fatai die was already caft. He chofe a part- 
ner to pleale his fancy. Generofity forbade 
every idea of intereft; a fentiment fo noble 
at an earlier period, would have enfued his 
hoppinefs; but he had roved at large too 
long; variety bad been courted, and foon 
gained the heart of her old admirer. Davis 
itrayed from the path of connubial duty ; he 
was convinced of the injuitice of his conduct ; 
and he could not bear to receive the carefles 
of a woman he was daily loadiug with inju- 
ries. ‘hough no upbraidings feil from her 
tongue, milllons were foggeited by his own 
conicience. ‘To avoid a leiler, he rufed in- 
to a greater evil; he abandoned his wife, and 
fought a wretched afylum in the arms of thofe 
who hardly could receive an additional wrong. 
The fmall remains of his fortune they quick- 
ly diflipated. What was now to be done? 
that, at which his gentle heart revolted: he 
was now to turn villain. He had been half 
ruined by the foul play of others; and now 
he mutt refort to foul play himfelf, in order 
to procure a miferable fubfiflence. Being 
pofleffed of a genteel figure and addrefs, he 
| was readily admitted into the fraternity of 
profeflional gamfters. He had fatally learnt 
the principles of play, and was only to be in- 
{tructed in its vile arts; of thefe he foon be- 
came an approved mafter. His own lofles 
gave a {pecious air of juitice to the recovery 
of them by the fame means as had occafioned 
their privation. For fome time fuccefs at- 
tended this difhonelt plan; but pigeons at 
length did not fly every day, and appearan- 
ces muft be fuftained. A gametter is a gen- 
tleman, and the vices of a gentleman muit be 
dignified with the appellation of honorable ; 
what means then that are honorable can a dif. 
trefled gamefter refort to? —The road points 
out itfelf directly: a highwayman is an ho. 
norable character. This character poor Davis 
with horror aflumed; his whole frame trem- 
‘bled when preparing the dreadful inftruments 
of terror and of death; but he flattered him- 
felf that they need only to be prepared. 
Alas! once plunged in guile we know not 
whither ic will iead us :corruption of morals 
induces us-to commit inferior crimes, and 
felf-prefervation prompts us. to perpetrate 
greater for their conceajment. Thus it was 
with young Davis; when he went out he 
fauddered at the very thoughts of murder— 


guilt of it. A difregard to the property of 
his neighbour, was quickly followed by ihe 














before he returned he was involved in the 





facrifice of his life. The gentleman he rob- 
bed refitted his attack, to elfe@uate his pur- 
pofe, and obtain a tewporary fafety, he there- 
fore thot him; rified his pockets, and efcaped; 
he fled for fecrecy and fecurity to the apart. 
ment of his Delilah; here, while property 
remained, he was concealed; when it was 
expended, his faithlefs harlot gave informa. 
tion of him for the fake of a fhare in the re- 
ward, given asthe price of his blood. He 
was appreheaded, tried, convided, and, as 
a muréerer, ordered for fpeedy execution, 
Senfible of the magnitude of bis guilt, he 
murmured not atthe dreadful fentence. Death 
came asa kind relief, though in a difgraceful 
form, The blefling of life appeared to him 
as acurfe, inafmuch, as he had bafely torn ic 
from a fellow creature. With thefe awful 
refleions he entered his dreary cell; he had 
not been there long, when the mafly door 
opened, and prefented to his affrighted view, 
his injured and deferted wife—not come to 
cenfure and condemn, but to pity and to footh 
his forrows; for a while her tender purpofe 
was refilled—her prefence planted new 
thors in the bofom of her guilty and afflided 
hufband, but her forgivnels plucked them 
out again, and healed his wounds, The dread- 
ful moment of their earthly feparation for 
ever arrived—the laft mutual embrace was 
given—the big tear burft down the manly 
cheek, while female fortitude ftruggled to 
conceal the fympathetic pear], that would 
have rent the foul of him for whom it rofe. 
The jailor, whofe rude feelings were fofien- 
ed by the fcene, led the beautious mourner 
from the prifon, and warned the captive of 
the approaching hour of death: he aicended 
the cart with refolution tempered by decency. 
In his way to the fatal tree, his crimes were 
forgotten, his penitence admired, and his 
fufferings pitied. Whenarrived at the tragic 
fpot, he then addrefled the furrounding {pec- 
tators ; 
‘¢ My Friends and fellow Mortals, 

“* You here behold one moulded Jike your. 
felves, about to fuffer an igneminicus, tho? 
jolt, death. One, who, a few years back, as 
little thought of fuch an end as any who Jook 
on him. He gloried in impruden¢e, bur fof. 
pected not how foon it would force him imo 
vice. He wasa votary of pleafure not think. 
i@g it would Jead to pain. By nature he was 
formed honeft and humane, but by neceflity, 
produced from folly, rendered cruel and un. 
juft. From fucha character, placed ina fitu- 
ation where he can have no intereft at heart 
but your own, take fome advice. Let dili- 
gence and economy be your riches. Let 
virtue be your pleafyre, Supprefs net your 
paflions, they were given for your wfe; but 
fubje& them to the cortroul of reafon, and 














dire& them to the purpofes of honor and 
juttice. If beauty claims your attention, 
marry ¢arly the virtuous object of your af- 
fections; believe that none but a virtuous 
Woman can make you permanently happy. 
Fear not the expences honourably incurred 
by an extenfive family—Providence bids you 
encounter fuch difficulties: be Jels afraid of 
poverty than vice. Refift the firft attack of 
Giflipation, Let not ambition -appear above 
your fphere in life, diftrefs you in your cir- 
cumftances, leaft it prompt you to bafe means 
for their replenifhment. Revere your God; 
be jult and kind to men; avoid my crimes, 
and thereby fhun my fate ; lively honettly ; 
die with credit; and thus infure temporal 
happixefs, and temporal blifs.” 

‘| he cart drew away, and poor Davis fled 
to the mercy of his Father. “May his misfor 
tunes preferve the virtuous in the wifdom of 
their ways, and draw the vicious from the 
paths of deftruction.

ANECDOTES. 


Of the late Euperor of Germany. 


OME days before his Imperial Majefty fet 
out On a journey to Paris, a petition was pre- 
fented to him in behalf of a poor tuperannuated 
Officer, wholived with a family of ten children, 
in an indigent condition, at fome diftance from 
Vienna, praying an augmentation of a imall pen- 
fion he enjoyed. The perfon who prefented the 
petition, recommended the poor Officer in the 
firongett ters, mentioning many effential fervi- 
ces he had rendered the Houle of Aaftria during 
‘wnomber of years, and reprefenting his prefent 
‘condition as very deplorable and indigent. The 
Emperor enquired of feveral old Officers whether 
they knew that man, and received from all of 
them an excellent charaéter. His majeity gave 
no anfwer to the petition; but finding that the 
place of the poor Officers refidence lay in the road, 
he refolved to enquire perfonally into his circom- 
fiances. Accordingly, when on his journey, he 
went without any attendants tothe hoafe of this 
poor Officer, whom he found at dinner with eleven 
children, upon fome vegetables of his own plant- 
ing. The Emperor, ftruck with the fight of this 
venerable old man, whofe countenance betrayed 
a virwous heart, and whofe face bore the bunor- 
able marks of his former profeffion, queitioned 
him concerning his circumftances, which he found 
in every refpect, correfponding with what had been 
reprefented, Then looking at the children, he 
faid, ‘*,1 heard you had ten children but here I 
fee elevett=—"« This (replied the Officer, point- 
ing to the eleventh) is a poor orphan I found at 
my door, and though I have done all that I could 
to engage fome perfons more opulent than I am 
to provide for him, or to bring him into fome 
charity fchool, all my endeavours have proved in 
vain; I have therefore fhared my {mall portion 
with him, brought him up as my own child, and, 
from the difpofition I have difcovered in him, I 
have reafon to hope he wiil become a virtuous 
member of fociety.’’-—The Emperor admired the 
noble and generous humanity of this indigent man 
and he difcovered himfelf to the Officer, and faid, 
«« T defire that all thefe children may be my pen- 
fioners, and that you would continue to give them 
examples of virtue and honor. I grant you 100 
florins per annum for each of them, and 200 flo- 
rins addition to your penfion. Goto morrow to 
my Treaforer, where you will receive your firit 
quarter’s payment, with a commiffion of Lieute- 
nancy for your eldet fon. Continue to be your 











childrens careful tutor, and I will be henceforth 
their father.” The old man, with all his fami- 
ly, threw himfelf at his Sovereign’s feet, which 
he bedewed with tears of gratitude. The Empe- 
ror fhed tears himielf, and, after giving iome 
fmall prefents to the children, retired. When he 
joined his retinue, he faid to Count Colloredo, 
** T thank God for this days favour; he hath 
guided me to dilcover a virtuous man who was in 
obfcurity.” 

How noble muft be the foul of that Sovereign, 
who perfonally feeks and fuccours indigent virtue 
in obfcurity ! There are few fuch examples among 
modern Kings; nor in Courts, debauched by 
luxury, and rendered callous by corruption,

bot to be mortal, and it is likely he may recover 
with the lofs ef an eve. This lad had come to 
bimfelf, and left the place where he was wounded 
inthis defperate raanner, before our pecple came 
i, end had got upon one of the horfes, which 
tie lodians had flolen, and which they were obli- 
ged to quit, and had rode three miles into Grave 
treek fettlement, On Wedaeiday following, a 
woman was killed and fcalped neat Mr. Brice’s 
meeting hovfe, within two handred yards of the 
feat road Jeading from Wafhington to Wheien, 
tod fifteen miles within the fettlement.—In coafe- 
gence of the above information, Abfalom Baird, 
fq.

SHIP NEWS. 

Capt. Milberry, on the 28th of March, in Jat. 
25,16, N. long. 66 W. fpcke the thip Mafla- 
chuless, William Doliver Matter, from Rotter- 
dam, 10@ days out, bound for the Havanna al! 
well, 

The Ship Nancy Lewis, of and from Charlefon 
bound to Zurope, 11 days out, returned to that 
port in diftrefs. 

The Brig Maria, Doughterty, four cays out 
from Savannah, bound to Liverpool, {prung a leak 
and was obliged to put into Charlefton in diflreis, 

PIRACY and MURDER, 
Extra& of a Letter from St. Andere in Spain, da- 
ted 26th of February 1792. 

*« The Brigantine Thereza, Capt. Manuel Ro- 
dregues, which failed from Philadelphia tome 
ume in the beginaing of laft winter, was manned 
with the followng people, viz. the Captain, his 
mate, three feamen, and a Jad, all Spaniards, be- 
longing to St. Sebaitians ; befides thefe there were 
William Jackfon, an American, an Englifhman, 
and a native of Mahon, as feamen on board the 
faid brig. : 

‘* It appears that the brig proceeded on her 
voyage from Philadelphia for St. Andero until the 
got within 48 leagues of Cape Finiftre, when, on 
the 3d of February, at 2 o'clock in the morning, 
Jackfon, the Englifhman, and the native of Mahon 
took Advantage of the Captain, mate, and three 
feamen and the lad, and murdered them all. The 
Captain had the watch upon deck; they firft mur- 
dered him with a hatchet, and then killed the reft. 
and then proceeded with the brig uniil they came 
as far up the Bay of Bifeay as Cape Paunis, which 
is about forty lzagves from this place ; there they 
took to their long boat, and left the brig with her 
fails ftanding, and made for the land; but befcre 
they reached it, they fell in witha {mall fihing 
boat from Cape Finiftere, bound to this place. 
jackfon, and the native of Mabon left the boat 
ang took paflage in the veflel for this plage, the 
Englifhman ftaid in the boat. Jackfon and the 
other arrived here the next day in the confer. 
They faid they had been caft away near Cape Fi- 
niftre. and begged all maflers of American veflels 
to give them a paflage to America, Jackfcn ob- 
tained a paffage in the Jane for Baltimore, and 
the fhip had once attempted to fail, but the wind 
dying away, was detained. 

‘* ‘Two days after the pirates left the brig, fome 
fithing boats came acrofs her, and got her into a 
{mall port near Cape Psenis. There was every 
appearance of blocdfhed on board her ; the news 
foon reached this place, when Jackfon and the o- 
ther weretaken up and fearched, and a large bag 
containing ruffied fhirts and other clothes, not the 
apparel of acommon failor, anda very fine filver 
watch, were found in cuftody of Jackion. Capt. 
Larrea, who arrived at this time trom New-York, 
and who had given the cemmand to Mr. Rodrigues 
in Philadelphia, went to fee the clothes, &c. which 
he fwore to be the property of Mr, Rodrigues, In 
confequence of which, they were well ironed and 
put in prifon, fince which they have confeffed the 
whole ashere related, and we hope they wil, meet 
with their jaft deferts,””
